The war department has Issued In- 
atructiona for the guidance of the offi- 
cers of the volunteer army detailed to 
recruit for their own organizations to 
to fin them to the ma.ximum numbet 
under the second call of the president 
for 75,000 men, Applieanta for enlisb 
ment must be between. 18 and 45 years 
old, of good character and habits, able- 
bodied, free from disease, and must be 
able to speak the Knglish language. 
Married men will be enlisted only upon 
the npprovil of ‘be regimental com- 
mander. Minors must not be enlisted 
■without the written consent of a pa- 
rent or guardian. The term of service 
is two years, l-’or infantry and artil- 
lery the weight must be not less than 
120 and not more than 100 pounds, and 
for cavalry the w eight is not to exceed 
105 pound-., though reeriiitii.g officers 
are authorized in their disere'. ion to ac- 
cept desirable npplieiiiit.s ten pounds 
or loss over weight or under weight. 

For a regiment the maximum of all 
grades, commissioned and enJisted, 
must not c.yeecd l.-ISO infantry or 1,355 
in eavalry. 

For a eompaiiy the maximum of all 
grade., is 100 in infantry. 100 in cavalry, 
17.0 in field artillery and 200 in heavy ar- 
tillery. Wherever praetifyiblc ibeelioies 
by an accepted applicant of a partiuiilur 
company of tlic regiment or other or- 
ganization should he re.speeted.
